SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  major  concerns  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  year  just  past  and  the 
year  1977  relate  to  the  rapidly  increasing  tax  rate,  the  unresolved  problems  related 
to  the  North  Bennington  Bridge  and  the  continuing  water  pollution  engineering 
study  for  the  town.  We  would  like  to  review  and  comment  on  the  various  aspects  of 
the  town  affairs. 
North  Bennington  Bridge: 

In  the  1975  Town  Report  the  Selectmen  gave  a  detailed  summary  of  the  status  to 
that  date  of  the  problems  related  to  the  so-called  Iron  Bridge  in  North  Bennington 
(see  Page  12  of  that  report).  Since  that  time  the  court  action  as  authorized  by  the 
Town  Meeting  to  require  the  County  Commissioners  to  act  was  initiated  in  April, 
which  resulted  in  an  agreement  by  all  parties  that  the  action  be  postponed  for  a 
reasonable  time  to  afford  the  County  Commissioners  a  further  opportunity  to 
perform  their  legal  duty. 

The  County  Commissioners  scheduled  hearings  first  in  Antrim  and  then  in 
Bennington  during  the  month  of  May  and  their  ruling  was  finally  received  during 
the  month  of  September.  That  report  is  printed  immediately  following  the 
Selectmen's  report. 

The  County  Commissioners  ruled  that  there  was  no  need  or  justification  for  the 
repair  or  replacement  of  the  bridge  and  the  Selectmen  then  turned  to  Town 
Counsel  for  legal  advice.  Town  Counsel  advised  the  Selectmen  that  he  felt  that 
their  tentative  judgment  that  no  further  action  should  be  taken  until  the  matter 
had  been  reviewed  and  acted  upon  by  the  next  Town  Meeting  was  completely  in 
order.  He  did  report  to  the  Selectmen  that  he  was  confident  that  the  failure  of  the 
County  Commissioners  to  require  the  repair  or  replacement  of  the  bridge  could  be 
challenged  in  court.  However,  if  the  County  Commissioners  as  a  result  of  such 
further  action  did  order  repair  or  replacement,  there  are  provisions  in  the  State 
statute  for  petition  to  the  Superior  Court  for  a  revision  of  the  apportionment  of 
costs  based  upon  relative  burdens  and  benefits.  It  would  appear  likely  that,  par- 
ticularly on  the  basis  of  benefits  derived,  Bennington  might  be  assessed  a  major 
portion  of  the  cost.  It  does  seem  quite  clear  that  the  issue  would  be  litigated  all  the 
way  through  Superior  Court,  involving  both  cost  and  inevitable  delay. 

In  view  of  the  uncertain  outcome,  the  Selectmen  will  put  the  matter  before  the 
voters  for  their  final  judgment  and  instruction. 

North  Bennington  Road: 

If  the  bridge  matter  is  resolved  —  and  we  understand  that  there  is  a  possibility  of 
private  legal  action  in  addition  to  the  town  decision  —  the  Selectmen  would 
recommend  that  serious  study  be  given  to  the  consideration  of  a  major  bond  issue 
and  upgrading  of  the  North  Bennington  Road. 
KBW  Subdivision  and  Bond: 

The  N.H.  Supreme  Court  has  upheld  the  requirement  of  the  Planning  Board 
related  to  the  improvement  of  the  road  to  Deering  north  of  the  so-called  Iron 
Bridge  as  a  condition  of  the  approval  of  the  subdivision  submitted  by  KBW.  The 
subdivider  had  posted  a  bond  related  to  the  required  improvements  in  the  road  and 
by  agreement  and  under  supervision  of  Town  Counsel,  the  matter  has  been  settled 
and  the  bond  escrow  account  plus  accumulated  interest  will  be  used  to  improve 
that  stretch  of  the  road.  The  subdivider  has  deeded  to  the  Town  a  fifty  foot  right  of 
way  in  that  same  regard.  The  forfeited  bond  plus  interest  amounts  to  nearly  $5,000. 
Water  Pollution  Engineering  Study : 

The  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen  selected  the  firm  of  Dufresne-Henry  to  do 
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the  required  water  pollution  engineering  study  and,  under  supervision  of  the  State 
Water  Pollution  Control  Commission,  made  a  contract  to  have  this  done.  The 
engineeers  have  worked  closely  with  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen  and 
approximately  25  percent  of  the  preliminary  work  has  been  completed. 

The  Federal  Environmental  Protection  Agency  will  reimburse  the  town  for  75 
percent  of  this  cost  and  the  State  will  reimburse  for  an  additional  20  percent  of  the 
cost.  Federal  reimbursement  is  made  in  steps  and  the  State  reimbursement  is 
arranged  for  twice  a  year. 

In  addition  to  the  current  costs,  the  Federal  and  State  agencies  will  reimburse 
the  Town  for  95  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  original  survey  made  by  Anderson- 
Nichols  many  years  ago.  This  reimbursement  will  enable  the  Town  to  repay  the 
interest-free  loan  of  $7,200  from  Monadnock  Paper  Mills,  Inc.  which  was  provided 
at  that  time  in  order  to  finance  that  survey.  The  federal  reimbursement  is  in  hand 
and  the  State  contribution  is  due  in  January. 

Landfill  Facility: 

The  towns  of  Antrim  and  Francestown  now  participate  in  this  facility  and 
therefore  Bennington's  operating  costs  are  only  20  percent  of  the  total.  This 
arrangement  has  been  of  benefit  to  all  concerned.  ' 

Fire  Department: 

The  Fire  Department,  with  its  new  fire  station,  continues  to  provide  excellent 
service.  The  trust  fund  towards  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck  is  now  better  than 
$10,000  and  no  doubt  the  Town  will  continue  to  set  aside  funds  for  this  purpose. 

Police  Department: 

Bernard  Maillette  resigned  as  Police  Chief  during  the  summer.  He  found  the 
pressures  and  time  required  of  police  duties  were  more  than  he  could  manage  in 
addition  to  his  full  time  regular  job. 

David  Larocque  was  appointed  as  temporary  Acting  Chief  for  a  six  month  period 
to  see  whether  this  would  be  an  arrangement  satisfactory  to  both  Mr.  Larocque 
and  the  Selectmen. 

The  unexpended  balance  of  the  Police  Department  appropriation  was  tran- 
sferred to  the  Trust  Funds  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  police  cruiser,  which  we 
would  tentatively  schedule  for  approximately  a  year  from  now. 
Federal  Municipal  Employment  Program: 

The  Town  Has  been  fortunate  to  have  had  a  man  for  the  Highway  Department 
for  the  first  six  months  of  1976  and  a  Town  Maintenance  Man  for  general  use  for  all 
departments  throughout  1976  and  this  position  is  funded  to  June  30, 1977. 
Carryover  Warrant  Appropriations  from  1976: 

The  Water  Department  did  not  complete  the  authorized  installation  of  the  fire 
hydrant  and  this  project  will  be  completed  in  1977. 

The  project  of  draining  the  swamp  area  behind  the  old  town  dump  was  not  un- 
dertaken in  1976  and  will  be  done  in  1977. 
Tax  Map: 

The  Capital  Reserve  Fund  held  by  the  Trustees  for  a  tax  map  is  now  better  than 
$5,500  and  it  is  expected  that  the  town  will  continue  to  vote  funds  for  this  project, 
which  must  be  completed  by  1980. 
Offices  for  Town  Officers: 

The  possible  reconstruction  of  the  Town  Hall  into  offices  for  the  various  town 
departments  is  covered  by  a  committee  report  printed  elsewhere  in  the  Town 
Report. 
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Taxes: 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  be  able  to  tell  the  taxpayers  that  the  tax  rate  will  not 
increase  —  but  that  is  simply  not  possible.  The  continuing  increase  in  school 
budgets  and  the  continuing  increased  cost  of  operating  the  town,  which  is  but  a 
part  of  the  inflation  that  we  see  all  around  us,  makes  that  impossible.  We  can  only 
pledge  that  we  will  do  our  best  to  hold  costs  in  line  and,  at  the  same  time,  provide 
the  required  services. 

Bennington  Board  of  Selectmen 
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DECISION  ON  THE  ANTRIM  AND  BENNINGTON 
TOWN  LINE  BRIDGE 

On  September  13,  1974  a  notice  of  insufficiency  was  served  on  the  Antrim  and 
Bennington  Selectmen  in  regard  to  the  high  truss  bridge  which  connects  the  two 
towns.  On  September  23,  1974  the  Selectmen  notified  the  Hillsborough  County 
Commissioners  that  they  had  received  such  a  notice.  The  Hillsborough  County 
Commissioners  held  an  on  cite  hearing  on  November  8,  1974  at  the  bridge  but  did 
not  order  the  town  to  repair  or  rebuild  the  bridge. 

Thereafter  the  town  of  Bennington  filed  a  Writ  of  Mandamus  on  March  26, 1976  at 
the  Hillsborough  County  Superior  Court  requesting  that  the  Court  order  the 
replacement  of  the  so-called  Iron  Bridge  with  a  two  lane  bridge  capable  of  a  20  ton 
load  capacity. 

A  hearing  was  held  before  Judge  Flynn  and  the  parties  presented  their  position. 
Thereafter  Judge  Flynn  questioned  whether  he  had  the  authority  to  order  the 
replacement  of  the  bridge  with  a  20  ton  load  capacity  and  pointed  out  other  issues 
which  were  relevant  and  had  to  be  resolved  prior  to  continuing  the  proceedings. 

Also  the  Court  ordered  that  the  Commissioners  hold  additional  hearings  and 
make  a  finding  of  facts  in  writing. 

On  May  17,  1976  and  May  18,  1976  public  hearings  were  held  in  the  town  hall  of 
Antrim  and  Bennington  and  all  of  the  proceedings  were  transcribed. 

In  addition  to  the  hearings  a  physical  inspection  of  the  bridge  was  made  both  by 
air  and  land  as  well  as  the  geographic  area  that  it  served  and  the  Commissioners 
made  the  following  findings : 

To  replace  the  present  bridge  it  would  cost  between  $300,000  to  $350,000.  If  both 
towns  cooperated  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  would  pay  one-half  of  the  cost  and 
Antrim  would  pay  65  percent  of  the  remaining  amount  and  Bennington  would  pay 
the  remainder.  That  the  bridge  in  issue  was  constructed  about  eighty  years  ago  to 
serve  the  farmers  of  Antrim  who  would  transport  their  milk  by  horses  and  oxen  to 
a  railroad  station.  That  the  bridge  also  served  to  unite  the  residence  of  East  and 
North  Bennington  and  West  Deering.  Today  the  bridge  exists  for  convenience  only 
and  serves  the  residence  of  approximately  36  dwelling  houses  who  make  use  of  the 
bridge  as  a  shorter  route  to  reach  Highway  202. 

The  Hillsborough  County  Commissioners  found  that  the  bridge  is  not  necessary 
for  police  or  fire  protection,  that  the  school  bus  system  does  not  make  use  of  that 
route  nor  do  the  postal  authorities.  Also  no  evidence  was  submitted  to  show  the  use 
of  said  bridge  in  emergency  conditions. 

Furthermore,  there  are  four  other  bridges  within  a  six  mile  distance  and  one 
bridge  is  within  a  mile  and  one-half  from  the  one  in  question. 

Thus,  with  todays  mode  of  transportation  it  is  impossible  to  justify  such  a  large 
expenditure  for  the  replacement  of  a  new  bridge.  The  Commissioners  have  en- 
tertained the  thought  of  ordering  the  present  bridge  repaired  for  foot  pedestrians 
but  the  same  is  located  so  far  from  any  area  of  activities  that  no  or  very  little  use  of 
the  bridge  would  be  made. 

In  conclusion,  the  Hillsborough  County  Commissioners  do  not  approve  the 
reconstruction  or  repairing  of  the  high  truss  bridge  which  connects  the  Towns  of 
Antrim  and  Bennington.

REPORT  FROM  THE  ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD 

Almost  one  year  ago  the  ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD  went  into 
full  service.  Although  the  members  of  the  rescue  squad  had  been  responding  with 
trained  EMTA's  together  with  the  Hillsboro  Rescue  Squad  we  were  unable  to 
transport  the  patient  ourselves. 

The  ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD  and  their  newly  aquired  am- 
bulance were  officially  called  into  service  on  March  5, 1976  at  6 :30  p.m.  At  7:26  just 
forty-six  minutes  later  we  were  called  to  respond  to  the  scene  of  an  auto  accident 
on  route  202  in  Bennington.  Needless  to  say  we  were  all  nervous  for  we  realized 
that  this  was  the  beginning  of  a  rescue  squad  which  many  of  us  had  worked  many 
hard  and  long  hours  to  form.  The  fact  that  we  were  responding  to  a  medical 
emergency  was  of  little  alarm  but  we  knew  that  we  were  in  the  midst  of  un- 
dertaking a  great  deal  more  responsibility.  That  first  call  went  smoothly  and  we 
knew  that  this  was  the  beginning  of  the  ANTRIM-BENNINGTON  RESCUE 
SQUAD! 

During  the  nine  remaining  months  of  1976  the  rescue  squad  responded  to  a  total  of 
seventy-four  medical  emergencies.  Forty-five  of  these  calls  were  in  Antrim  and 
twenty  calls  were  in  Bennington,  the  remaining  nine  calls  were  in  other 
surrounding  towns  where  we  were  called  to  cover  for  other  rescue  squads.  The  cost 
for  operating  the  rescue  squad  for  these  seventy-four  calls  was  $1,170.  The 
remaining  monies  received  from  donations  was  used  to  purchase  necessary 
equipment  for  the  rescue  squad.  This  equipment  included  such  things  as  the  used 
Hillsboro  Ambulance,  a  radio  with  capabilities  to  carry  on  radio  communications 
with  Keene  dispatch,  Hillsboro  operator,  the  Hospitals,  and  other  ambulances. 
These  monies  also  enabled  us  to  purchase  monitors  to  alert  some  of  the  members 
of  the  squad  when  there  is  an  emergency  call  and  also  we  used  some  of  the  money 
to  further  training. 

With  the  largest  portion  of  the  equipment  purchased  the  rescue  squad  plans  to 
use  donations  received  this  year  to  continue  training,  obtain  more  monitors  and  set 
aside  monies  for  the  replacement  of  present  equipment.  All  the  members  of  the 
ANTRIM  BENNINGTON  RESCUE  SQUAD  volunteer  their  time  freely;  they 
receive  no  monetary  compensation  for  their  services.  The  only  compensation  we 
receive  is  the  knowledge  that  we  have  been  able  to  help  one  of  our  friends  or  neigh- 
bors in  their  time  of  need.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  FOR  1976 
The  flood  plain  area  has  now  been  determined  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  and  a 
copy  of  a  map  showing  this  area  is  posted  in  the  Town  Hall.  A  building  permit  form 
is  available  for  anyone  planning  to  build  in  this  flood  plain  area. 

Alternate  plans  for  sewage  collection  and  disposal  systems  are  now  undergoing 
study.  A  sub-surface  disposal  system  seems  the  most  feasible  at  the  moment  and 
would  be  the  least  expensive  to  install  and  operate.  No  further  action  can  be  taken 
until  an  engineering  study  is  completed. 

There  have  been  no  major  sub-divisions  in  the  town  during  the  fiscal  year. 
Several  minor  sub-divisions  were  approved  by  the  Planning  Board.

COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  TOWN  HALL  OFFICE  BUILDING  NEEDS 

The  committee  was  unable  to  come  to  an  agreement  on  a  plan,  therefore,  we  are 
submitting  two  plans  to  be  voted  on  by  the  towns  people  at  Town  Meeting. 

Plan  A  is  the  more  elaborate  plan,  housing  all  town  offices,  using  all  available 
space  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  building.  It  was  the  opinion  of  two  com- 
mittee members,  that  this  plan  would  not  facilitate  the  Recreation  Department's 
Summer  Program  nor  would  there  be  space  for  organizational  meetings  now 
meeting  in  the  back  portion  of  the  building. 

Plan  B  is  a  more  conservative  plan  that  calls  for  smaller  offices  and  the  sharing 
of  one  office  by  two  departments.  Using  this  plan  leaves  the  back  portion  of  the 
building  as  is. 

As  chairman  of  the  committee  I  feel  Plan  A  is  the  most  feasible  plan.  The  area 
designated  for  polling,  meeting  and  waiting  area  would  be  adequate  for 
recreational  programs  or  any  other  organization  now  using  the  back  portion  of  the 
Town  Hall. 

If  the  voters  accept  either  floor  plan,  that  plan  should  be  submitted  to  con- 
tractors for  bid.  Then,  at  such  time  when  cost  estimates  are  available  the  towns 
people  should  vote  to  accept  at  said  cost  and  to  begin  construction.

ROAD  AGENTS  REPORT 

This  year  found  the  Highway  Department  quite  busy  throughout  most  of  the 
summer  months  with  tarring  roads  that  were  in  need  of  it  and  patching  other  roads 
for  tar  next  year.

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SCHOOL  BOARD  REPRESENTATIVE  REPORT 

As  my  first  year  as  your  school  board  representative  comes  to  a  close,  I  asked 
for  the  opportunity  to  place  a  brief  letter  in  this  town  report  about  my  first  year's 
activities.  What  follows  is  a  brief  summary  of  activities  that  I  have  been  involved 
in  both  in  committee  and  total  school  board  action. 

For  the  1976-77  school  year  I  was  assigned  to  work  on  the  Property  and  Non- 
Instructional  Committee.  Our  areas  of  concern  are  maintenance  and  upkeep  of 
buildings  &  grounds  and  non-instructive  efforts.  The  school  lunch  program  that  is 
mandated  by  the  state  must  be  in  operation  by  September  of  1979  and  it  will 
probably  be  our  biggest  concern  in  the  coming  year.  Any  suggestions  or  ideas  that 
you  have  in  relation  to  the  lunch  program  would  be  welcomed.  Several  energy 
saving  programs  and  devices  have  been  implimented  this  year.  Savings  have 
resulted  in  many  of  these  programs  and  I  shall  continue  to  follow  progress  in  other 
areas  as  they  are  evaluated.  Also,  I  plan  to  request  a  continuing  position  on  this 
committee  for  1977-78. 

There  have  been  some  concerns  expressed  about  our  transportation  system.  We 
all  welcome  your  comments  as  they  are  of  considerable  value  in  measurement  of 
our  progress.  One  area  of  concern  was  a  change  in  the  schedule  of  starting  times 
for  the  schools.  This  proposed  schedule  has  been  posted  in  the  entranceway  of  the 
Post  Office  for  your  information.  From  now  on,  I  shall  try  to  post  all  such  pertinent 
information  there  including  past  minutes  of  school  board  meetings  and  agendas 
for  the  regular  meetings.  These  meetings  are  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday 
evenings  of  the  month  at  7:30  PM.  The  information  will  be  posted  as  I  receive  it 
from  the  Union  Office. 

The  single  most  time  consuming  and  important  concept  that  all  of  the  school 
board  has  been  involved  in  this  year  is  in  the  area  of  basic  competencies  and  skills 
that  the  board  will  probably  define  as  policy.  The  technique  that  we  are  using  is 
called  "Results  Planning"  and  we  hope  that  it  will  allow  us  to  better  define,  in- 
struct and  measure  results  in  the  area  of  student  performance.  Eight  key  areas  of 
vital  student  competencies  have  been  identified  and  will  be  where  we  shall  be 
beginning  with  this  coming  fall.  The  recent  Gallup  poll  was  one  small  part  of  our 
total  program  to  upgrade  the  instruction  within  the  total  Conval  District. 

Lastly  I  would  urge  you  all  to  attend  the  District  Meeting  this  coming  16  March 
1977.  Last  year  only  12  voters  from  Bennington  were  in  attendance.  Your  support 
and  vote  at  the  District  Meeting  are  important.  I  hope  that  as  many  of  you  as 
possibly  can  will  plan  to  be  there. 

If  there  are  any  comments,  suggestions  or  criticisms  that  you  wish  me  to  carry 
to  the  school  board,  please  give  me  a  call.  Your  participation  is  welcomed  and 
appreciated.
